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1* The leaflet ban has been lifted but all drops by OPC 
aircraft to be individually authorized by Washington Headquarters. 
A drop is now authorized for the special edition of Shqiperia 
answering KMSTRIDB. Text of this reply was forwarded to Rome in 
6U6 CWDRI for completion and translation. 

2. Future action regarding KMSTRIDE to be determined by its 
activities. Future attacks on the N.C.F.A. in more riolent terms 
will result in retaliation in kind. 


3» Agent operations will be directed towards the infiltration 
and support of fifty agents by the end of 1951 and maintaining thia 
level. Agent Instruction will include development of the nuclei of 
underground resistance groups^ organizing safe houses and under- 
ground railways, and gathering operational intelligence. There 
will be no PM or guerrilla activity at present. 

U* PW program to continue as currently planned with the 
addition of black radio.
